Stem  Rot  Resistant  Asters

WE  want  to  make  perfectly  clear  the  fact  that  growing  asters  under 
the  protection  of  cloth  in  no  way  prevents  or  affects  the  widespread 
disease  known  as  stem  rot,  or  wilt.  THIS  CAN  ONLY  BE  OVERCOME 
BY  USING  THE  STEM  ROT  RESISTANT  STRAINS.  This  rot  is  caused 
by  a  soil  fungus.  It  may  to  some  extent  be  controlled  by  growing  in  soil 
that  has  never  grown  asters,  but  this  is  not  at  all  dependable,  as  most 
growers  can  testify.  When  a  field  of  asters  goes  down  badly  with  rot,  a 
few  can  usually  be  found  which  have  come  through  clean.  It  is  through 
careful  breeding  work  from  these  survivors  that  resistant  strains  are 
developed.  It  is  most  encouraging  and  convincing  to  see  well  bred  resistant 
strains  stand  up  nearly  100%  in  thoroughly  sick  or  diseased  soil  alongside 
ordinary  commercial  stock  which  goes  down  nearly  100%.  The  above 
photo  from  our  breeding  grounds  pictures  this  encouraging  fact. 

The  “yellows”  which  frequently  destroys  asters  in  the  open,  or  the  sev¬ 
eral  forms  of  rust  they  are  some  seasons  subject  to,  should  not  be  mistaken 
for  stem  rot,  which  completely  rots  through  the  main  stem  near  the  base. 

Better  take  advantage  of  the  work  which  has  been  done  to  strengthen 
asters  against  this  rot  by  using  the  resistant  strains.

Because  of  ideal  climatic  conditions,  no  wet  weather  from 
sowing  to  harvesting,  our  California-grown  seed  will  be  found  better  developed  and 
longer  lived.  If  you  use  the  resistant  strains,  we  suggest  they  be  checked  with  the  same 
varieties  in  the  regular  kind.  Varying  conditions  sometimes  produce  different  results.

Late  or  Summer  Peas 

FOR  both  retail  or  market  grower,  outdoor  peas  can  be  made  profitable. 

When  summers  are  not  excessively  hot,  they  should  be  sown  in  the 
open  as  early  as  the  ground  can  be  worked.  If  sown  in  February  and  grown 
on  in  pots,  nice  plants  will  be  available  for  planting  out  late  April  in  our 
latitude.  This  early  start  will  get  in  full  flower  in  June.  They  enjoy  a  deep 
rich  soil  and  an  occasional  heavy  watering.  The  principal  cause  of  failure 
is  aphis  which  must  be  fought  off  with  a  strong  nicotine  spray  under  pres¬ 
sure.  Under  favorable  conditions,  these  peas  are  very  free-flowering  and 
profitable.  We  publish  a  complimentary  circular  detailing  our  method  of 
managing  this  crop.

For 
midwinter  flowering  the  first  four  should  be  used  exclusively,  but  for 
spring  most  of  the  novelty  or  uncertain  colors  will  go.  For  all  seasons, 
the  various  shades  of  rose-pink  and  lavender  should  be  largely  depended 
upon.

ORIGINATED  and  sent  out  by  us  in  1920,  it  set  up  an  unapproachable 
standard  of  excellence  giving  real  florist  value  to  the  old  “pot  mari¬ 
gold.”  Our  original  variety  was  orange,  from  which  we  wrested  the 
deep  yellow,  long-stemmed 
“Gold,”  a  superb  cut  flower 
variety.  On  the  suggestion 
that  the  golden  color  was 
too  yellow,  we  toned  it 
down  to  our  “Ball  Lemon 
Queen,”  a  lighter  shade, 
and  to  brighten  it  we  gave 
it  a  dark  eye.  Next  we 
drew  our  “Supreme”  out  of 
our  orange.  This  is  a  shade 
lighter  than  our  regular 
orange,  not  quite  so  long¬ 
stemmed  but  more  freely 
produced.  This  we  also 
gave  a  black  eye,  adding  a 
rich  contrast  to  the  cad¬ 
mium-orange.  From  this 
we  worked  out  “Apricot,”  a 
rich  straw  or  buff  that  in¬ 
herited  the  same  dark  cen¬ 
ter,  also  some  tendency  to 
throw  orange  petals.  Our  mar¬ 
ket  was  so  well  pleased  with 
this  departure  that  we  carried  it  a  step  further  to  our  “White,”  a  creamy  shade,  but 
we  lost  a  little  on  stem  in  this  job,  and  a  trifle  in  size,  too;  makes  a  rich  bedder,  though, 
where  summers  are  not  too  hot.  In  the  meantime  one  of  our  friends  came  along  with 
a  so-called  “crimson  shaded  Sensation.”  We  were  not  bright  enough  to  note  either  the 
crimson  or  a  difference  between  it  and  our  orange,  but  some  of  our  friends  were,  so 
we  adopted  it.  Next  we  selected  our  “Long  Orange,”  getting  a  little  more  stem. 
Through  all  this  we  were  working  for  a  really  long-stemmed  orange  with  a  black 
center — we  found  plenty,  but  they  wouldn’t  stay  put.  However,  last  year  we  got  it, 
and  this  we  call  “Masterpiece.”  It  still  throws  5  to  10%  light  eyes,  but  next  year  we 
will  have  it  better.  Our  market  considers  it  the  last  word  in  calendula,  and  note  we 
have  this  season  reduced  the  price  on  our  strains  of  Ball  Calendula.  You  can  sow 
calendula  in  January  and  February  for  spring-flowering  and  selling  as  pot  plants.

This  is  due  to  a  concentration  of  all  the  plant’s  energy 
in  the  one  flower  spike;  this  not  only  stiffens  it,  overcoming  the  wilting 
tendency  in  stocks,  but  adds  greatly  to  the  size  of  individual  flowers.  When 
grown  close  together  in  the  greenhouse,  our  strains  will  come  fully  99% 
non-branching,  with  a  percentage  of  doubles  averaging'  60  to  65%.  These 
strains  represent  “the  last  word  in  fine  stocks,”  and  are  “supremely  fine” 
for  any  work  calling  for  extra  long-stemmed  fragrant  flowers.  We  make 
our  last  sowing  February  15th.  In  a  carnation  house  temperature,  this 
gets  in  around  Mothers’  day  and  Memorial  day.  Our  Red  Book  (20c)  and 
complimentary  circulars  furnish  detailed  growing  suggestions.

Branching  Stocks 

FOR  either  the  retail  or  market  grower,  well  grown  stocks  are  usually 
profitable.  For  the  retail  grower  they  are  indispensable.  Stocks  are 
used  freely  and  in  large  quantities  during  April  and  May  and  they  are 
at  their  best  during  these  favorable  growing  months.  They  do  equally 
well  in  a  ground  or  raised  bed  and  will  stand  a  well  enriched  soil.  The 
past  season  we  tried  them  in  virgin  soil  from  low  land  with  poor  results 
until  a  top  dressing  was  applied  of  6-8-6  fertilizer.  The  effect  was 
prompt  and  really  magical,  while  a  check  plot  literally  starved  to  death. 
Such  soil  has  plenty  of  fertility,  but  it  seems  to  require  manure  or  fer¬ 
tilizer  in  some  form  to  set  the  good  in  it  free.

THERE  is  a  considerable  amount  of  cut  flower  business  in  the  Giant 
African  type  of  marigold.  With  plenty  of  water  and  deep,  rich  soil 
they  flourish  outdoors.

Fuller  suggestions  on 
the  handling  of  this  crop  will  be  found  in  our  “Red  Book.”  The  showy 
value  of  Legion  of  Honor  and  Robert  Beist  for  bedding  or  border  work  is 
not  generally  appreciated.  If  started  early,  they  can  be  starved  into 
flower  in  small  pots  and  sell  well.  Legion  of  Honor  is  best  for  this.  And 
don’t  overlook  the  decorative  and  cut  flower  value  of  Guinea  Gold.

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Annual  Larkspur 

FOR  either  the  greenhouse  or  outdoors,  larkspur  is  an  easily  and  a 
largely  grown  standard  crop.  It  is  planted  by  the  acre  for  wholesale 
markets  and  no  retail  greenhouse  grower  can  afford  to  be  without  a  bench 
of  it.  We  make  our  final  indoor  sowing  about  mid-February  and  this  comes 
in  for  Memorial  day.  The  earliest  outdoor  crop  is  from  an  outdoor  sowing 
made  late  in  the  fall.  This  crop  is  followed  by  a  sowing  as  early  in  the 
spring  as  the  soil  can  be  worked  and  successive  ones  every  two  weeks  until 
well  into  J une.  The  branching  kind  is  generally  preferred.  The  Hyacinth 
or  single-stem  type  produces  but  one  fine  long  spike  and  if  conditions  much 
favor  its  growth,  the  stem  becomes  hollow  and  is  easily  broken.  If  grown 
in  the  greenhouse,  this  type  should  be  planted  on  raised  beds  in  a  carna¬ 
tion  house  temperature.  Our  greenhouse  crops  of  larkspur  keep  us  in 
close,  direct  touch  with  the  value  of  varieties  and  colors.  “Follow  the 
stars”  if  you  want  our  suggestion  for  the  best  cut  flower  colors.

WHEREVER  there  are  hot  summers,  zinnias  have  real  florist  value 
which  every  retail  grower  should  take  advantage  of.  Both  for  cut¬ 
ting  and  selling'  young  plants  from  pots  or  flats,  they  are  called  for  and 
popular  everywhere.

The  shelter  of  a  cloth  house  and  disbudding  to 
one  or  two  flowers  to  a  plant  will  produce  fancy  large  flowers,  but  zinnias 
are  a  sun  flower  and  only  the  lightest  grade  of  aster  cloth  must  be  used, 
for  they  will  draw  up  weak  in  too  much  shade.  For  a  mid-August  and 
September  crop,  sow  outdoors  about  June  20th.  An  overhead  watering 
system  is  usually  necessary  for  good  results,  especially  with  a  late  sowing.

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Winter  Flowering  Snapdragons 

LONG  stiff  stems,  attractive  colors  and  easily  grown  in  a  cold  house, 
explains  why  “snaps”  increase  in  use  with  every  passing  season.  There 
are  occasions  during  spring  months  when  the  late  or  after  mum  crop  of 
these  flowers  is  in  oversupply,  but  the  early  planting  generally  makes  out 
well.  For  this  crop,  the  sowing  should  be  made  in  June,  carried  along  in 
2i/2-in-  pots  in  an  outdoor  frame  and  planted  out  in  August.  They  should 
be  pinched  back  to  about  six  eyes  after  buds  are  well  set,  which  will  be 
during  August  with  the  true  early-flowering  varieties.  This  early  start 
will  get  in  crop  around  October  1st.  The  tendency  among  many  growers 
is  to  plant  closer,  about  6x8  inches.  A  raised  bed  brings  the  crop  on  a 
little  faster,  but  ground  beds  are  generally  used.  In  a  night  temperature 
not  exceeding  48°,  free  ventilation,  and  with  the  lower  soil  neither  too  dry 
nor  too  wet,  there  will  be  no  spread  of  rust.  When  the  plants’  resistance 
drops  through  lack  of  favorable  growing  conditions,  rust  will  indicate  it 
and  under  these  conditions,  no  form  of  spray,  as  far  as  we  know,  will 
prevent  its  spread. 

Occasionally,  a  grower  loses  out  through  the  use  of  varieties  which  are 
not  really  early-flowering.  The  various  strains  of  Cheviot  Maid  and  includ¬ 
ing  Sun-Tan  are  typical  early  ones.  The  Witterstaetter  strains,  Rose 
Queen,  Afterglow  and  the  New  Cincinnati,  while  not  quite  so  early,  are 
correspondingly  longer-stemmed  and  true  winter  bloomers — generally  ac¬ 
cepted  as  the  finest  in  this  class.  We  believe  New  Cincinnati  the  very  last 
word  in  pink  snaps.  It  is  a  shade  lighter  than  Rose  Queen  and  first-class 
in  size  and  stem.  A  number  of  varieties  among  recent  introductions  are 
not  typically  early-flowering.  For  general  use  they  become  a  loss  when 
introduced  as  such.  When  planted  extra  early,  these  intermediate  varieties 
give  a  good  account  of  themselves,  but  under  ordinary  treatment,  such  as 
must  be  reckoned  with,  they  fail  to  flower  early  enough  and  result  in  a 
loss  to  all  concerned. 

We  annually  grow  greenhouse  trials  of  all  new  and  standard  varieties 
of  snapdragons  for  the  sole  purpose  of  the  information  on  varieties  these 
trials  afford  us. 

To  be  sure  of  the  trueness  of  our  stock,  all  seed  of  our  valuable  forcing 
varieties  is  greenhouse-grown  and  carefully  separated,  one  variety  in  a 
house.
